It was lodged in a Cell formed 
by itfeif, the Traces being left behind exadly tally- 
ing. It was voided without Pain, or Effufion of 
Blood. 

The Patient began to feel in the Part affrded fome 
Uneafmefs about i8 Months before the Dircharo:e* 
The Pain extended itfelf (bmetimes along the Jaw 
almoft to the Ears the Glands being at times fvveird, 
and a fait Rheum tlowing into the Mouth. The 
Swelling of the Part gradually incrcafed to about the

ger, was iiard. 

About a Fortnight before the Difcharge, fonie 
white Specks appeared 5 upon which it was fuppofed 
that Matter was gathering ^ and being ft ill hard, a 
common Poultice of white Bread and Milk was ap- 
plied, and tlien it prefently diflodged itfelf, without 
any Application, and left the Patient ever fmce free 
from Complaint.
